There was a lot to 
he said for and against big hotels as an 
economic proposition, but they should be pre- 
pared to cater for the tourists in a satisfac- 


no doubt. that a great future was before the 
tourist traffic. In Galway during the last 
few years there had been a great change for 
the better, in which the revival of the tourist 
traffic had played a considerable part. 
fourists had also played a great t in the 
revival of Galway as a trans-Atlantic port. 
Since May, 1927, they had fourteen trans- 
Atlantic sailings to and from Galway, and 
during the present year they would probably 
have forty. Last year’s sailings caused about 
twelve hundred extra people to pass th h 
the city, and that was worth about £6, 
to Galway. 

Both nationally, as far as the Free State 
was coneerned, and locally, as far as Galwa 
vas concerned, he claimed that the Iris 
Tourist Association had made good, and had 
a claim on the active support of everybody 
who takes an interest in the country. 

SUGGESTED GRADING OF HOTELS. 

Mr. E. K. Jackson said that prominent 
American tourists told him that they were 
highly pleased with their treatment in Gal- 
way. He suggested the erection of a large 
building at Salthill by interested parties, 
such as the Galway *Bus Company, not in 
competition with, but as an aid to, the pre- 
sent hotels and boarding houses. 

Mr. Philip O’Gorman, President of the 
Chamber of merce, suggested the grading 
of hotels and boarding houses, and he re- 
ferred to recent utterances of Mr. Osmond 
Esmonde, T.D., on hotel catering. 

Mr. O’Brien said that in the absence of 
legislation the Tourist Association had no 
power over hotel ney and had to rely 
on their good-wi They had a system of 
inspection which was more from 'a 
constructive point of View. There was 
a large number of hotels that did not rely 
on tourists and had no interest in the tourist 
movement, Since its establishment the Asso- 
ciation had done more towards  betteri 
hotel accotamodation than all the Commerci 
Travellers’ Asseciations and other interests 
had done in the whole course of their 


existence. 
FREE FISHING. 
Mr. M. McDonogh, T.D., said the difficulty 
in the matter of accommodation was that all 
the tourists and holiday-makers wanted to 
come at the same time. If they had as man 
more hotels near Lough Corrib they could fill 
them, because it wás the finest expanse of 
free fishing in Great Britain or Ireland, but 
it was hard to expect people to build houses 
for tourist accommodation, as the season was 
short. 
Mr. Michael McNeill, Moycullen, suggested 
having vigorous local associations.

MONOGONOUS MUSIC AND 
LACK OF NEW STEPS. 


CINEMA OUSTS JAZZ. 


Public taste is proverbially fickle, as 
amusement caterers know. The change- 
able nature of this public fancy is most 
marked this year in the decline of dancing 
in Dublin, and, in fact, all over the 
country. The decline many started last 
season, and followed on what had been 
one of the most successful seasons in 
Dublin’s dancing history. 

The attendance at dances this season— 
except at the biggest, like the British 
Legion dance at the Plaza Ballroom last 
week, when the actus’ attendance figures 
totalled over, 1,500—has been deplorably 
small. 

There are ample signs, indeed, that the 
dancing craze, or, as it was known, the ** jazz 
ctaze,”’ is dying out, and that dancing Is 
losing its place in popular favour. In 
marked céntrast is the ascension into popular 
favour of the cinema 

REASONS FOR THE DECLINE. 

The reasons for the decline of dancing are 
‘not far to seek. The first and most potent 
reason is the paucity of new dances possessing 
iall the essential qualities of simplicity and 

ace that win ular favour. lo-day,. the 
ox-trot, with its few minor variations, Is the 
staple diet of dancers, and already it has 

awn stale on the delicate palates of dancers. 

lodérn dance-movements, as well as the ac- 
companying music, have become monotonous 
and void of all inspiration and, even, life. 

During the last — of years many and 
varied have been the i 
dancing teachers to invent and introduce new 
dances. : 

The names of these new dances are legion: 
some of them are extraordinary. The only 
one that can be said to have caught on 'n 
any degree is the graceful “ Yale Blues. 
The waltz, of course, has maintained a steady 
place, principally because of the chan in 
time, steps and music that it provides in 
the current, fare. One cannot say that it 
has either advanced or retired very much in 
— favour in the last five or six years. 
t is a pretty dance with a nice tempo, and 
with just the slightest suggestion of romance 
and intrigue. 

The introduction of the “ Charleston ” an‘ 
the “Tango” actually marked the height 
of the “ jazz craze,"’ and to-day one regret- 
fully recalls the variety of dances that were 
at the disposal of dancers in those days. 
Then dancing was a Vigorous exercise, 
though, perhaps, in the eyes of some people, 
unseemly. 

THE FUTURE. 

Coincident with the decline in dancing ‘s 
the growing poorness in quality and style of 
new dance numbers. It is difficult to say 
what will be the outcome of this decline. 
The present phase in the history of dancing 
was the result of the frenzied jazz craze of 
the war period and the following years. It 
came in the nature of a revival of dancing. 

An interesting question that time alone 
will answer is: ‘‘ Whes, bow and in what 
form will the next revival come ?’’ ) 

As has been pointed out, a marked con- 
trast has beén the growing popularity of the 
cinema. Every night of the week during 
the present winter season large queues of 
wud: are to be seen outside three or four 
of the larger cinemas in the Sackville street 
area. 

Night after night the majority of these 
houses are filled to capacity, and it is the 
boast of one particular house that it has to 
turn away many hundreds of people in the 
week. But, then, the cinema.is so very 
different from the dance hall, in that it can 
provide a varied and highly attractive fare 
of artistic merit and conception. which im- 
proves from year to year, so that the patron 
can always look forward to seeing someta're 
better from time to time. 

CINEMA’S 30,000 SEATS. 

It is giving a really conservative estimate 
to say that the cinemas in Dublin alone can 
provide seating accommodation for well over 
thirty: thousand people. This is exclusive 
of the - theatres. 

It is not true to say. however, that. the 
cinema has had Much effect on this decline 
of dancing. The decline is a natural and 
inevitable one.

His was a troubled and tragic 
career. In 1914, he was Commander-in- 
Chief of the Russian Armies, and he led 
the briefly triumphant march into East 
Prussia. For awhile the Slav conquered ; 
but then came the battle of the Masurian 
marches which was fought and lost, and 
thereby the war was destined to be pro- 
longed beyond all human expectation. The 
Tsar, manipulated by intriguers, removed 
the Grand Duke from supreme military 
command in 1915, and it was but one oí 
history’s most characteristic ironies that 
he, the victim of Tsarist despotism, lived 
to ba regarded as its hereditary repre- 
sentative. The Grand Duke saw the 
Tsardom overthrown. Himself : prisoner, 
he was, íor a time, in peril of his nephew's 
fate; but he was permitted to go into 
exile, and to watch from afar the demoli- 
tion of the social order that had given 
Lim birth. The anguish of the Russian 
exiles is said to have been such that 
highly mettled men and women pined and 
died. For them, ithe world held no 
familiar scene, no accent, no gesture, of 
their youth. The newspapers daily related 
the proianation of their ancestral shrines 
by an order that valued nothing that was 
theirs. Whether Lenin’s economic creed 
survives or yields place to a modified 
socialism, it is certain that the Russia of 
the Tsars never will return. All that bred 
the Grand Duke Nicholas is gone like the 
empire of Charlemagne or the ambitions 
of the Stuarts. 

A coup d'état is reported from that 
portion of Slavonic Europe that lies 
farthest west. King Alexander has 
suspended the constitution of the Kingdom 
of Serbs, Croats and Slovenes, and has 
appointed a military government of Yugo- 
Slavia similar to the Governments ol 
Italy, Spain, Portugal, Greece and Poland. 
Ever since the peace treaties brought King 
Alexander’s present kingdom into being, 
unrest has prevailed. Victorious Serbia 
multiplied its domains and lost its 
name, but it failed to establish a stable 
nationality. Three peoples—related, but 
not fused—made up the new State; and of 
these the Croats, the most highly 
advanced in the standards of life and 
political education, were thrown into the 


position of an oppressed minority. During 


the present year, Croatian discontent has 
run so high as to threaten national dis- 
ruption and civil war. The Croatian 
deputies have refused to attend the Yugo- 
Slav Parliament, and have met in a local 
assembly of their own. Father Anton 
Koroshetz, on whose tact and prestige 
great hopes were built when he was asked 
to form a coalition government, failed in 
his efforts to bring about a settlement, 
and, a week ago, he tendered his resigna- 
tion. During last week, the King held 
many conferences with party Jeaders, but 
found none who was strong enough to form 
a firm administration. In such circum- 
stances, it hardly can be denied that the 
King has played a king's part in con- 
centrating authority in his own hands.

Finally, on 
Friday the English team found itself faced 
with the task of scoring more than three 
hundred runs in a fourth innings—a task 
which rarely had been accomplished 
previously. The Englishmen’s difficulties 
were increased by the fact that the wicket 
not only was worn, but was decidedly 
sticky; and when Hobbs and Sutcliffe 
opened the innings a victory for Australia 
seemed to be almost certain. These two 
great batsmen, however, rose to the 
occasion in a remarkable manner.

A “ Zoo’s” Centenary. 

The Zoological Society of London is 
making preparations to celebrate its 
centenary, which occurs in 1929. Although 
the Society was founded in 1826, it was 
not until 1829 that a Royal Charter was 
granted, and it is expected that a large 
number of delegates, representing 
scientific societies in Britain and abroad, 
will attend the annual general meeting 
next April. A great advance has been 
made in the practical study of zoology 
since those early days, when many people 
scoffed at the ‘‘Noah’s Ark Society.” A 
large tract of ground has been acquired in 
the open country; spacious aviaries have 
been designed for birds, and special houses 
have been built for. insects, reptiles and 
various kinds of animals. In fact, it is 
possible to survey the denizens of the wild 
in conditions which do not difier very 
greatly from those which prevail in their 
natural environment. Only tropical sun- 
light is missing, and an attempt has been 
made to supply even this need by the 
utilisation of ultra-violet rays. If animals 
are to be kept in captivity it is only fair 
that their health and comfort should be 


point of view also, it is essential that 
they. should be studied under natural 
conditions. A special scientific work is in 
course of preparation which will give a 
complete list of every species of animal, 
reptile, fish and bird that has been 
exhibited alive in the Gardens since their 
foundation. It is reported that 1928 was 
the most successful year in the Society’s 
history. The number of visitors to the 
London ‘‘Zoo’’ in that year was a 
“ record.”” It may be claimed justly as 
one of the finest zoological gardens in the 
world. The Royal Zoological Society of 
Ireland, however, which will be cele- 
brating its centenary two years hence, 
compares very favourably with its older 
rival.

£500,000 SCHEME. 


EFFECT OF EARLY 
OPERATIONS.

The problem of the drainage of the 
River Barrow is one which has been long 
before the public eye, and the necersity 
for the carrying out of a sound scheme to 
prevent the annual flooding of large areas 
in the catchment area of the river has 
been often urged on Parliaments and 
Governments—it was a constant grievance 
submitted to a long succession of frish 
Chief Secretaries. It was left, however, to

THE DREDGING. 

An Trish Times representative who 
sited. the affected area found that con- 
siderable progress had already been made 
with the project. Already something like 
550,000 cubic yards of dredging of the 
river had been carried out. At the pre- 
sent there are over 300 men working 
full time at points along a forty-mile 
span. Juring the summer months the 
number of workmen is increased consider- 
ably, and double shifts are operated in 
order to make as much as possible of the 
long days. There are at work re steam 
navvies, four drag line excavato¥s and one 
large steam crane, working on a radius oí 
forty-five Jeet 
The Commissioners started operations 
by acquiring an old mill at the bridge, 
Athy, with the water and fishing rights. 
The old race was filled in, and on the 
reclaimed site there is now located a yard 
and stores, where are sitnated the head- 
quarters of .the works. There are a car- 
penters’ shop, a smithy, sawmills and 
machine and tool repairing shops, where 
all the necessary work of repairs is carried 
out by the Commissioners’ men. Here 
are assembled the large pontoons on which 
the steam navvies and. excavators are 
floated to enable them to carry out 
dredging operations in mid-stream and in 
those tracts of river where the banks are 
too solt. 


EARLY OPERATIONS. 

‘One of the first operations was the 
removal of the old weir above the Bridve 
of Athy and the underpinning of the 
Bridge of Athy. An old canal lie-by was 
also filled in, and the result of the opera- 
tions was that about four feet were added 
to the depth of the river bed, and Athv 
is free from the flooding which used to go 
out on the road at Rathstewart and flood 
the houses.

Monasterevan. The improvement at 
Monasterevan is Very marked. The river 
there now runs through three spans of the 
railway bridge instead of one as of old 
and a great deal of old swamp has been 
removed. Tho river now flows swiftly 
along through well-cut channels and well- 


defined banks. 
FUTURE WORK. 


The future programme ineludes— the 
underpinning of Doonrally Bridge. the 
Canal aqueduct at Monasterevan, as well 
as the railway bridge there, and the re- 
building of the Pass Bridge, Monaster- 
evan. At least twenty minor bridges on 
the tributaries will need underpinning or 
repairing. 

Considerable benefit has already been 
experienced owing to the preliminary 
clearing of the river, which was carried 
out from Milford to near Mountmellick on 
the Upper River, and to a point near 
Clonbullogue on the Figile River, in addi- 
tion to the clearing carried out on the 
Stradbally, Killeny and Blackford rivers. 
With the exception of a small area in 
the Mountmellick and Clonbullocue dis- 
tricts, all the preliminary clearing work 
has been completed. As a result. 
throughout the entire catchment area, the 
floods now lie on the ponds for much 
shorter periods than was the case 
formerly. 


DEEP DRAINAGE. 

The work ahead is virtually all machine 
work, embracing dredging, building of 
banks, and widening. It is estimated that 
the amount of dredging to be carried out 
in the entire scheme is 2,250,000 cubic 
yards, and the material is glacial drift 
gravel, boulder clay, blue clay, and more 
recent surface deposits. The digging is 
very hard and severe on the workmen, who 
spend most of their time in rubber boots, 
knee-deep in water. The excavating 
machines operate sometimes from the river 
bank, and sometimes, as is the case at 
present at Monasterevan, from pontoons. 
Where the heaped-up deposits lie in mid- 
stream the long-jibbed grab-crane is 
brought into operation, and the material 
is removed to the river banks.

ALL IRISH WORKERS. 

The Board spend about £60,000 annually 
on the operations, and of this amount 
approximately £45,000 are paid in wages. 
A very interesting feature of the work 15 
that all the men employed on the scheme 
are Irishmen, and the whole of the money 
expended—save that paid for machinery 
which came from England and Scotland— 
is paid to Irishmen, and circulates in the 
area in which the work is being done. 
Apart, however, from the substantial 
relief thus given to the unemployed, there 
is the more important feature that the 
men engaged are receiving valuable train- 
ing which will be helpful in the futureg 
Many of the younger men engaged were 
formerly in the National Army, and the 
aptitude. with which they took to the 
work, which is of a complicated character, 
bnvagoins the use of complicated machinery, 
is 4 tribute to their ability. A number 
of theni are now in the way of becoming 
useful public works’ gangers or better. 

The engineer in charge of the scheme is 
Mr. Chalmers Smith, with Major Clements. 
D.SD., resident engineer, and Mr. T. L. 
Hevan, assistant resident engineer. 

The chief works’ foreman is Mr, John 
Davis, agwery active man, in spite of his 
seventy years. He has been engaged on 
every public works’ project carried out in 
Ireland during the last fifty years, and 
an interesting point about him is that 
forty years ago—in 1887—he first packed 
his box and proceeded to the Barrow on 
one of the former drainage schemes. The 
principal mechanical foreman is Mr. 
George Bovee, and the other foremen are 
men brought in from other counties, who 
hate’already proved their worth. 

The whole of the works are being carried 
out under the direction of the Commis- 
sieners of Public Works.

After the new Ministers had taken the 
oath of office this morning, King Alex- 
ander addressed them in the following 
words : — 

‘* GENTLEMEN,— Notwithstanding my efforts 
to find a solution which would permit 
harmonious collaboration for the strengthen- 
ing of the State and the several good of 
the public, I convinced myself by recent 
consultations [with political leaders] that 
such a result could not be achieved ir: the 
resent circumstances along parliamentary 
ines. 

“ 1, therefore, decided to set aside these 

difficulties by.a change in the system of 
administration and by seeking a remedy to 
the evils from which both State and people 
have been suffering. 
“With these intentions in mind, I have in- 
vited you to collaborate “with me, in the 
hope that you would appreéfate the magni- 
tude of the task, and the significance of my 
confidence in you. 


INTERESTS OF SERVICE. 

“ At the outset of your labours, I would 
like to say a few words which may help to 
guide your future activities. In so far as 
you are Ministers responsible to me “only, 
you represent to-day, each in his own sphere, 
the highest authority of State.

authority of office. and uphold its good 
repute in all circumstances.
